TWO FIRES STARTED IN RIOT

Machine Gun Firing Inside Wallis; 
500 Policemen Reinforce 
Guards. | 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—Ac- 
companied by machine gun fire 
and by two fires which started 
within the prison walls, a new riot 
broke out today in the Eastern 
State penitentiary scene of sporadic 
disorders for some time. 
Five Hundred city policemen were 
sent to the prison to reinforce the 
guards and the apparatus of a fire 
company was sent inside the walls. 
From the tops of nearby build- 
ings the flames could be seen, and 
through the smoke figures were 
noticed dashing about, trying to 
elude the streams of water from 
hose trained Both on the fires and 
the prisoners. 
Harry Celburn, chauffeur for a 
deputy chief fire engineer within, 
said: “The fire is going into the 
prison kitchen and the dye house. 
Some of the men have set fire to 
mattresses in their cells. They are 
driving others back into the cell 
blocks now.” 
Word from within the prison said 
the outbreak started in the exercise 
period provided for unruly pris- 
oners. 
Streams of water from fire hose 
were turned into some of the cells 
and, besides putting out the burn-

Airplanes Had Been Or- 
dered Into Hunt Over 
Wide Area Before Safe 
Descent of Stratosphere 
Explorers Became Known 


By the Associated Press. ; 

BRIDGETON, N. J., Nov. 21.— 
America’s first stratosphere balloon 
landed in the marsh land southwest 
of Bridgeton at 5:50 p. m. yester- 
day, after reaching a height of 11 
miles. 

As hundreds of persons searched 
the pine woods, cranberry bogs and 
cultivated farms in southern New 
Jersey, Lieutenant-Commander T. 
G. W. Settle and his aid, Maj. Ches- 
ter L. Fordney, slept, wrapped in 
the deflated fabric of their big bal- 
loon, awaiting daybreak. 

At 8:44 a. m. Maj. Fordney start- 
ed through the marsh lands, walk- 
ing until 9:30 a.m., when he reached 
the farm house of 8S. N. Johnson, 
nine miles southwest of Bridgeton. 

“I’m hungry and I'd like to use 
the ftelephone,” calmly announced 
Fordney to the _ startled farmer. 
Then he took up the telephone and 
announced the balloonists’ safety. 

Came Down Too Fast. 

“We had a delightful trip,” Maj. 
Fordney said, “except that we came 
down 
things overboard,-as fast as we 
could to lighten ship. 

“Although it was a pretty rapid 
landing, neither of us was hurt. We 
took our bearings, saw we were in 
marshy ground, surrounded by 
woods and that it would be best 
just to put up for the night. So we 
got out of the gondola, wrapped up 
in the balloon and slept for the 
night. 

“Tex (Commander 
with tht balloon this morning while 
I walked to the farm house. I'm 
going to take something to eat back 
to him now.” 

Settie’s Story of Landing. 
Later in the day, before going to 
Washington in a Coast Guard air- 
plane, Commander Settle told his 
story of the landing: 

“I realized that we were getting 
very close to the Atlantic Ocean 
and that we were beginning to run 
a little short of ballast,” he said. 
“I felt it would be better to land 
where we did, even though it was 
very boggy, than to attempt to put 
across Delaware Bay and land on 
the other side. 
“We were traveling southwest, so 
rather than attempt #hat we decid- 
ed to bring the gondola down. 
“We made what is called an 
egg-shell landing. We left the gon- 
dola.and attempted to get to some 
kind of a home from which we 
could communicate with Washing- 
ton. However, we found we were 
moored in a bayou. 
“The tide was in when we landed 
and it formed a perfect moat of 
water about six feet deep and 10 
feet wide around the plot contain- 
ing about 15 acres on which we had 
chosen to land. 
“We had no boots, but we did 
have a flashlight. After making a 
preliminary survey of the ground 
we decided it would be useless to 
attempt any communication until 
today. 
“We rolled up ‘in the folds of the 
balloon, after removing the. instru- 
ments from the gondola and mak- 
ing them waterproof for the night, 
and went to bed. 
“Early today Maj. Fordney took 
off his clothes, and, hoiding them 
in his hand, swam the bayou. The 
next time I saw him was when he 
returned with the State troopers 
and my breakfast. They were a 
welcome sight. 
“I still have my first drink of wa- 
ter to take since night before last, 
but the hot coffee brought to me 
by Maj. Fordney helped to quench 
my thirst. Despite the fact we were. 
surrounded by water all night, there 
wasn't a drop tq drink.” 

Oxygen Held Up Well. 
Maj. Fordney took up the conver- 
sation to say: “Our oxygen held up 
well, and our unofficial barometer 
showed 59,000 feet altitude. If this

It was under- 
stood they intended to continue 
their westwa‘d flight across the At- 
lantic by way cz Bermuda.

Navy and Coast Guard airplanes 
and state police had been ordered 
to search for the balloon before 
word of its landing was received. 

At daybreak State police and hun- 
dreds of volunteers entered the 
woods of an area 25 miles square 
around Alloway. The big bag and 
its sealed gondola were last seen 
over Daretown last night. 

Numerous conflicting reports of 
the balloon’s whereabouts’ sent 
searchers flocking to the scene last 
night, but, although they made ex- 
cursions into the woods, they were 
hampered by darkness and did not 
penetrate very deeply. 

Newspaper men, photographers 
and volunteer searchers were 
strung out last night on every high- 
way, stopping motorists and scan- 
ning the sky for possible flares. 

When last seen the balloon was 
being blown slowly southward to- 
ward the Delaware Bay by a wind 
that had-shifted from northwest to 
north. 

Settle and Fordney took off from 
Akron at 9:27 a. m. yesterday and 
were reported numerous times on 
their flight across three states. 
After the take-off, Settle main- 
tained communication with the 
ground by wireless and reported he 
had reached an altitude of 58,000 
feet, something more than 11 miles. 

Observations on the cosmic ray 
were made at that height and a 
slow descent was begun. Soon aft- 
er that Settle threw his battery 
and other paraphernalia overboard, 
severing his sending connections 
with the earth. He still had a re- 
ceiving set and could take reports 
and check his position. 

“We have been very busy,” Settle 
said in one of his conversations 
with the ground, “and were not 
able to get all the data we wanted. 
We could have used a couple of ex- 
tra men in the crew.” 

He said they had not had time 
to eat, although there was plenty 
of food aboard.

CIVIL WORKS JOBS 
INGITY LIKELY 10 
START NEXT WEEK 


Plans Moving Forward but 
Actual Beginning Proba- 
bly Cannot Be Made for 
Several Days. 


Plans for putting unemployed St. 
Louisans to work on municipal im- 
provements with Federal Civil 
Works Administration funds moved 
forward today but the prospect 
dimmed that actual work could 
start this week. 


At City Hail the impression pre- 
vailed that the time required to 
complete arrangements would pre- 
clude starting work before next 
week. A partial program, calling 
for employment of 4935 workers for 
two and a half months and the ex- 
penditure of about $1,200,000 in Fed- 
eral funds has been approved. 

Budget Director Meyers and 
Peter Kasius, director of Citizens’ 
Committee, which will select the 
workers, met with officials of the 
Veterans’ Bureau today to work out 
details for the handling and ac- 
counting of funds. The bureau will 
serve as the CWA fiscal agent for 
Missouri, and Wallace Crossley, 
State relief director, has requisi- 
tioned $1,200,000 for immediate use 
in Missouri. More funds will be 
requisitioned as the need arises. 


Will Get Union Scale. 

The bureau will appoint local dis- 
bursing officers who will pay the 
workers by check each Saturday. 
Those employed on CWA work are 
to be paid the prevailing wage, that 
is, the union scale where one exists, 
and will work 30 hours a week. 

Again today long lines of appli- 
cants awaited admission to Citizens’ 
Free Employment Bureau, 1806 
Washington avenue, where applica- 
tions for employment on CWA work 
are being received. The bureau 
yesterday filed 1576 applications, in- 
cluding those of 552 men register- 
ing as unemployed for the first 
time, and when the doors were 
closed at 4 p. m. nearly 500 who 
had not been served remained out- 
side. 

Leo McCarthy, director of the 
bureau, said additional interviewers 
to take applications would be added 
as rapidly as they could be obtained 
and instructed. Each interview, he 
said, requires about 10 minutes, so 
the handling of a large crowd of 
applicants is necessarily slow. 

New applications now being re- 
ceived will not get consideration 
until after Dec. 1, as the first to 
be put to work are those who were 
receiving relief on Nov. 16. Relief 
workers have already compiled lists 
of those under their care who can 
qualify for the type of employment 
offered. 

City Not to Do Hiring. 


When the committee is notified 
by the city that workers are need- 
ed, it will allot the jobs among the 
various relief workers, and each of 
them will select the men required. 
They will be sent, with an identi- 
fication card, to an assignment of- 
fice which the employment bureau 
has opened in the Eighteenth street 
side of the building it occupies, and 
there will receive instructons on 
where to report for work. 

City officials will have super- 
vision over the work done, but will 
do no hiring. They are authorized, 
however, to discharge those whose 
work is not satisfactorv.

He was 
head of the bank then, but it has 
been shown in other instances: that 
he profited personally even when 
his bank suffered heavy losses, He 
had a remarkable faculty for mix- 
ing his personal ventures with ,the 
bank’s, and then divorcing them at 
exactly the right moment--for 
Wigzin. 

“Smart Money” Lost, Too. 

Clarke’s earlier sfccesses in pro- 
moting public utility mergers—and 
selling stock in the merged compan- 
ies—encouraged the Chase Securi- 
ties Corporation, to back his motion 
picture venture in 1929. That was 
disclosed today by. the testimony of 
Murray W. Dodge, former vice- 
president of the investment com- 
pany. 

Consequently, when Clarke man- 
aged to corral a miscellaneous as- 
sortment of motion pictures proper- 
ties and wits to merge them as 
the “General eaters Equipment 
Corporation,” Chase Securities, 
Pynchon & Co.. and other “smart 
money” operators undertook to pass 
the stock on to the public. 

For a few weeks all seemed rosy. 
The stock, acquired by the financ- 
ing syndicate for $20 a share, at- 
tained a market quotation of $65 a 
share. Then, in the words of the 
old ballad, the dope gave out, 

Fox Paid to Get Out. 

Today the. stock is “practically 
worthless,” the committee was told 
by Dodge, who acted as a liaigon 
officer between the bank and 
Clarke. Under new management, 
the bank has put the whole trans- 
action through the wringer, charg- 
ing off its own losses to experience, 
and Wiggin and Dodge are out. 

However, Ferdinand Pecora, com- 
mittee counsel, displayed an avid 
desire to know what was contem- 
plated—and what happened—before 
dreams turned to ashes and stock 
salesmen turned to the “help want- 
ed columns.” 

One man who got out of the 
transaction with clean hands and a 
substantial wad of cash, it ap- 
peared, was William Fox, whose 
company was absorbed by General 
Theaters. Fox was paid to get out 
when he threatened to make trou- 
ble—and was the recipient of con- 
siderable sympathy. Pecora has —_— 
asked him to appear this week. 

What the Public Paid. 

“Before you acquired these com- 
panies, did you make a study of the 
value of their assets?” Pectra 
asked Dodge. “Not especially a 
study, but we were assured by the 
management that they were all 
right,” the witness replied. 

Pecora asked what Dodge con- 
sidered a proper relation between 
value and earning power. “In 1929 
—the time we are talking about— 
value was 20 to 45 times earning 
power,” Dodge said. “That value 
was fixed by the public.” “You 
mean that is what the public paid?” 
et te 

Pecora’s questions elicited the 
fact that a group was formed to 
speculate in General Theater stock 
two days before that company was 
legally incorporated. In it were the 
brokerage firms of Pynchon & Co. 
and Halsey Stuart & Co. and Wig- 
gin’s private family company, -the 
Shermar Corp. 

To dispose of 500,000 shares to the; 

public, this group set up a natigintl 
wide selling organization of brokers 
and bankers. The origirial group 
had acquired the stock at $20 a 
share, the price to the public was 
$32, and the, selling firms got a 
commission of $2 a share. 
“And disposed of it in three 
weeks?” asked Pecora. “Oh, no, I 
think they required some time to 
dispose of it,” the witness said, 
finally fixing the period at more 
than a month.

90,000,000 BOND 
ISSUE URGED BY 


MAYOR DIGKMANN 


'He Proposes That Money, 
Supplemented by Federal 
Public Works Funds, Go 


to Finish Projects. 


A bond issue for about $5,000,000, 
supplemented if possible by Federal 
public works grants, to be used for 
completing the unfinished projects 
of the 1923 bond issue, and for new 
purposes, is favored by Mayor Dick- 
mann. 

The Mayor, at a meeting of the 
Municipal Auditorium Commission 
yesterday, said he saw no way to 
complete the arena portion of the 
Auditorium but by a bond issue. 
‘The estimated cost is $1,250,000. 
Other things, he said, which will 
require bonds, are the Soldiers’ Me- 
morial, $1,000,000; completion of 
electric lighting system, about $1- 
500,000; pedestrian underpasses at 
dangerous street intersections, cost 
not estimated, and the proposed 
municipal electric lighting plant, 
for lighting city streets and public 
buildings, estimated cost $4,000,000. 

The proposed municipal plant 
would not seek private lighting or 
power business. The Mayor was not 
sure it could be included in the list, 
but said Federal grants, relieving 
the city of a part of the cost of the 
various items, might make it pos- 
sible. 

Mayor Dickmann said the bond 
proposals could be submitted to the 
voters next spring, when, he antic- 
ipates, Gov. Park’s proposed bond 
issue for State institutions will be 
voted on. Ordinances authorizing 
submission of the various items will 
have to be passed by the Board of 
Aldermen before the Mayor’s plan 
can be put in effect. A two-thirds 
vote would be required for passage 
of each item. 

Herétofore, the Mayor has not de- 
clared himself in favor of a bond 
issue, except the transfer of $1,500,- 
000 from bridge to hospital pur- 
poses, which is being voted on to- 
day.

James L. McKamey, former post- 
master of Imboden, Ark., and John 
K. Gibson, merchant and planter 
of Lauratown, Ark., were charged 
in Federal warrants issued today 
with possession of $8000 in bonds 
stolen from the United States mail.

TESTIFY AGAINST 


Members of American Med- 
ical Association Witnesses 
in $10,000 Suit for 
Woman’s Death. 


Members of the American Med- 
ical Association, who specialize in 
the treatment of cancer, were the 
final witnesses for C. W. Haggard 
today in his $10,000 damage suit 
against Dr. John Westaver, and his 
son, Dr. Edward C. Westaver, who 
treated a malignant growth in Mrs. 
Haggard’s breast with two salves 
concocted by the elder Westaver 
many years ago. Mrs. Haggard died 
two years ago. 

Dr. M. G. Seelig, who has done 
much research in cancer and who 
conducted a symposium on that 
subject at the last session of the 
American College of Surgeons, tes- 
tified the salve treatment was “the 
most improper and criminal treat- 
ment” he could think of. Objec- 
tion was raised to his use of the 
word “criminal” and Circuit Judge 
Taylor ordered it stricken from the 
record. 

Dr. Seelig and Dr. Edwin C. Ernst 
both testified that cancer in its 


[|'early stages is curable when prop- 


erly treated. The salve treatment, 
Dr. Ernst said, could not possibly 
reach the tumor in Mrs. Haggard’s 
case without destruction of normal 
tissue, and could not retard its 
growth. 

Husband on Stand. 
Haggard told the jury yesterday 
of his wife’s death and of the 10 
months in which the Westaver 
treatment was administered with- 
out bringing her relief. 

“There was a lump the size of a 

pea in her right breast,” he testi- 
fied. “We went to Dr. William S. 
Wiatt, a surgeon, and he advised 
an operation immediately. My wife 
didn’t want an operation. We went 
to Dr. Edward Westaver—he’s Dr. 
John Westaver’s son and has of- 
fices in the Chemical Building with 
his father—and he said it was can- 
cer and he could cure it with his 
medicine at $2 a treatment. 
“He applied his salve, and my 
wife went back to him every day 
of the week but Sunday. Soon the 
flesh turned red.. Within two 
weeks or so there was an open sore. 
Then she had to gotoa hospital. He 
treated her there for two weeks 
and then treated her at his of- 
fice.” 

Operated On Her Twice. 
Haggard said the treatment 
started Jan. 10, 1930, and continued 
until Nov. 17. By that time, Mrs. 
Haggard was much worse. They 
went back to see Dr. Wiatt. He 
said he could still cure the carci- 
mona if it had not spread too far, 
but later told Haggard there was 
no hope of cure. He operated on 
her twice, “to make her last days 
as easy as possible,” and she died 
July 30, 1931. 

Miss Luella Harrison, Mrs. Hag- 
gard’s daughter by a previous mar- 
riage, told the jury that when her 
mother became seriously ill, she 
telephoned Dr. Edward Westaver 
one night and asked him to come 
to the Haggards’ East St. Louis 
home at once. 

“He replied,” she testified, “that 
he did not make night calls. He 
told me to take her to the Howard 
Hospital on Washington boulevard. 
I looked it up in the telephone book 
and saw it was an ear, nose and 
throat hospital. I cailed him back 
and he said that was where he sent 
his patients. So { took mother to 
the Howard Hospital.” 

Dr. Wiatt Testifies. 

Dr. Wiatt, who has offices in St. 
Louis and East St. Louis, was the 
next witness. Cancer, he testified, 
“is a local thing for a while and 
if gotten at promptly, it-can be 
cured. It is popularly supposed to 
be incurable because many patients 
wait until after that time: wait 
until the cancer cells spread.” 

Questioned about zinc chloride, 
one of the ingredients of one of 
the Westaver salves, he said, “it 
destroys more healthy tissue than 
the cancer itself. It is an irration- 
al treatment, absolutely not effec- 
tive.” 

Suit is against both doctors be- 
cause Haggard testified that while 
his wife was Dr. Edward West- 
aver’s patient, Dr. John Westaver 
treated her upon several occasions 
when his son was not in the office. 
Dr. John Westaver, who is 81 years 
old, has now retired from active 
practice. 

Both of the Westavers were in 
court. Their attorneys informed 
the jury they would introduce wit- 
nesses who had been cured of can- 
cer by the salves and one lawyer 
said that Dr. John Westaver had 
cured himself of cancer of the eye 
with it.

Physician in South St. Louis 37 
Years; Funeral Tomorrow. 
Dr. Albert Habermaas, a physi- 
cian in South St. Louis for 37 
years, died yesterday of a hemor- 
rhage of the brain at his home, 
3817 Cleveland avenue. He was 61 

years old. 

After his graduation from Cen- 
tral High School, Dr. Habermaas 
first studied pharmacy. He was 
graduated from Marion-Sims Med- 
ical College in 1896 and for a few 
years was professor of chemistry 
there. He was a member of the 
St. Louls Medical Society and of 
the Missouri and American Medical 
Associations. He is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Margaret Habermaas, 
and three brothers and three sis- 
ters.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 21. — Hope 
that conditions which caused en- 
actment of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment and National Recovery Acts 
will shortly be remedied so they 
may no longer be needed in “their 
present drastic form” was ex- 
pressed by Henry I. Harriman, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, in a 
h last night before the South- 
eastern division of the organiza- 
tion. He said he felt the time had 
come for “offering constructive 
criticism where such action seems 
desirable” and review achievements 
and needs under the recovery pro- 
gram. 
Citing achievements of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act, Harriman 
said, “it is conservatively estimat- 
ed” that the farmers of the coun- 
try this year will receive “at least 
$2,000,000,000 in excess of their $5,- 
000,000,000 income of 1932.” 
Of industrial recovery, he said 
that best estimated showed a drop 
in unemployed from more than 12,- 
000,000 in March to 8,000,000 at pres- 
ent. Carloadings, he said, increased 
20 per cent between spring and 
retail sales advanced 25 per 
cent over seasonal improvement 
and the market value of bonds list- 
ed on the New York Exchange rose 
from $30,000,000,000 in March to 
$34,500,000,000 in October. 

Some of Difficulties. 
After discussing the benefit pay- 
ments to farmers, Harriman point- 
ed out, “cattle raisers have not yet 
benefited. There is much dispute 
over the wisdom of certain features 
of the milk codes. Sugar raisers 
are impatient because no agreement 
has been reached in respect to that 
commodity and hundreds of trades 
that have presented. codes for the 
processing and distribution of agri- 
cultural products are suffering be- 
cause their codes have not been ap- 
proved.” 

Turning to the industrial recov- 
ery act, Harriman declared “the 
response of industry to the appeal 
of the President that codes of fair 
competition be promptly adopted 
has been magnificent. Substantial- 
ly all of the major industries are 
now operating under codes and it 
is expected that the business and 
industry of the nation will be very 
generally acting under such codes 
within the next three or four 
months.” 

“It is fair to say that directly 
and indirectly the recovery act has 
been of great vailue,” the Chamber 
of Commerce head continued, point- 
ing out, however, that a part of 
the upturn in businesg since last 
March has been due “to the nor- 
mar working of a better national 
psychology.” 

Lessening of Enthusiasm. 

The curve of industrial activity, 
he continued, using the 1923-1925 
average as a base of 100, had fallen 
from the beginning of 1931 to 60 by 
March, 1933. From this point it 
rose to a full 100 for July. “Much 
of the gain has been held,” he said. 

However, he said, “We cannot but 
note that the enthusiasm and confi- 
dence of business men for the re- 
covery act has materially lessened 
in the last 60 days.”

Baruch told the Associated Press 
in New York last night that the 
article was a digest of testimony he 
gave here last February before a 
Senate committee. The article was 
prepared, he said, before the ad 
ministration announced the present 
phases of its monetary policy. He 
added that “so far there has been 
no real inflation.” 

Baruch was a leading contributor 
to the Democratic presidential cam- 
paign fund of 1932 and for a while 
was widely believed to be slated for 
the headship of either the Treasury 
or the State Department. 

“The Assistant President.” 

For a brief time last June, in the 
absence of President Roosevelt on 
a cruising trip, he became popular- 
ly known as “the Assistant Presi- 
dent of the United States.” The 
sobriquet was given after Prof. 
Raymond Moley, then the Assistant 
Secretary of State, announced to re- 
fporters on the eve of his departure 
for the London economic confer- 
ence, that Baruch would act as a 
sert of liaison officer between the 
American delegates to the confer- 
ence and the President and would 
have access to all the official mes- 
sages to and from the delegates. 

Bartich in that capacity was in- 
stalled in Moley's offices. The ar- 
rangement, however, did not last 
long. There were hasty denials 
from administration sources that 
Baruch was an “assistant Presi- 
dent” or anything of that sort, and 
soon thereafter he quietly faded 
out of the picture and went on a 
long trip to Europe. 

Baruch for a long time has in- 
terested himself in farm relief and 
other economic problems and has 
frequently been called upon to give 
advice to Congressional committees. 
Some of his ideas, resulting from 
his experience at the head of the 


‘|War Industries Board, are stamped 


on the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act and the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act. 

Associate of Johnson. 

Both Gen. Hugh 8S. Johnson, Ad- 
ministrator of the Recovery Act, 
and George N. Peek of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion, are former associates of Ba- 
ruch. 

Johnson was with him as an ad- 
viser on industrial economics and 
4 Peek collaborated with him in a 
study of the faryn problem. 

Baruch made a fortune as a Wall 
street operator. He came into pub- 
lic life under Woodrow Wilson. He 
had an important part in the peace 
negotiations at Paris. He is a friend 
of Senator Robinson of Arkansas 
and of other Democratic leaders in 
Congress. 

“Boot Strap Aviation.” 

Referring to inflation as “boot 
strap aviation” and expressing the 
belief it is “an enemy of mankind” 
and its employment “an act of des- 
peration working untold hardship 
into our economic and social sys- 
tem,” Baruch offers a different 
course. 

“Recovery cannot be confined to 
a temporary artificial inflation of 
the prices of a few export com- 
modities at the expense of every 
other interest in the country,” he 
states. 

“The elements of a moderate 
prosperity are contained within the 
boundaries of this country, and it is 
necessary to give them impetus. 
The missing part of the prosperity 
engine is faith, and the President 
has been creating that by the force 
of his example. Men cannot go 
back to work until money goes back 
to work. Money cannot go back to 
work in an atmosphere filled with 
a threat to destroy its value. 

Confidence Half Saved. 

“People everywhere—the whole 
people — must understand that a 
plan is advanced in their name 
which is certain to destroy their 
interests. This Government is again 
at a crisis. It was half 
saved because the President went 


so rapidly to work to build up the 
wreck. If there is a new wreck, 
it will be our wreck. Popular con- 
fidence will vanish: Then no power 
on earth can restore it promptly.” 

“This is a plan to raise prices of 
things—and it can be proved that, 
in.a few cases, it will do it. Who is 
going to be helped by that? Our 
people fall into two classes: Those 
—such as farmers—who get their 
living by producing and selling 
things, and those who, for present 
or past work, depend on wages, sal- 
aries, fees, rates, incomes, pensions, 
doles and charities. These wage- 
and-salary people pay the price for 
what the producers of things sell. 
The prices of things depend on the 
daily highest bid in the¢markets. 
They go up and down instantly 
with any cause, and sometimes 
ahead of any cause, for the reason 
that observers see causes coming. 
But wages, salaries, rates and so 
forth, are matters: of contract. 
Some never change at all, and even 
those that do go up and down 
change very slowly. 

One Aided, Five Harmed. 

“Any sudden and violent rise in 
prices quickly increases the cost of 
living, and that hits very hard the 
pocketbooks cf wage and salary 


workers and all livers on fixed in-| 


come. At a time like this, when 
millions are on starvation wages 
and millions more on no wages at 
all, a sudden doubling of prices 
without an immediate increase in 
wages would be the worst blow of 
the depression. Of 48,000,000 bread- 
winning workers counted in the 
1930 census, not more than 8,000,- 
000 could, by any stretch of imag- 
ination, be classed as producers and 
also seHers of things—farmers, for 
example. 

“Even if we were to suppose, 
therefore, that inflation would ful- 
fill the utmost hopes of all the 8,- 
000,000 producers of things, it would 
by just so much impair the for- 
tunes of the 40,000,000 who are not 
producers of things. In other 
words, for every one citizen that it 
helped, it would harm five citizens 
by exactly as much as it helped the 
one. Surely, no fair-minded man 
could. even consider such a course. 

No Inflation Controlled. 

Contending that inflation would 
not “raise wages and salaries as 
fast or as far as it will raise prices,” 
Baruch points out it would have 
no debt-lifting capacity, cites meth- 
ods of inflation, and says that those 
who speak of “controlled inflation” 
might “as well talk about firing off 
a gun gradually or a_ controlled 
world war.” 

“If, on the basis of our re-estab- 
lished credit—40 per cent of the 
world’s gold, a balanced budget, a 
favorable trade balance—we go out 
and borrow them, that will not be 
inflation if we continue to provide, 
by new taxes, enough money to pay 
interest and sinking funds on each 
new loan. But if we indulge in a 
sleight-of-hand financing of our 
deficit and get this money by sim- 
ply writing up bank credits, we 
shall have set loose the avalanche 
of uncontrolled and uncontrollable 
inflation. 

“If our Government sticks to 
the balanced budget and honest 
borrowing for emergency needs, 
though dollars may go down 
today, they will go up again tomor- 
row. Unless we start, by some of 
the plans mentioned, to print dol- 
lars, or magic them out of a hat, 
we can find our way out of this de- 
pression.”

SAYS RUSSIA WONT 


PROPAGANDIZE IN U. 3. 


Ambassador Troyanovsky Ex- 
plains That Commynism Is 
Domestic. Problem.

MOSCOW, Nov. 21. — Alexander 
Antonovitch Troyanovsky, new Rus- 
sian Ambassador to the United 
States, said today that no Commun- 
ist propaganda would be sent out 
from the Soviet Embessy in Wash- 
ington. He made the statement in 
response to a question asked in a 
press conference. He exhibited 
some amusement at the question, 
and replied: | 

“Communism is not a thing that 
can be imported to one country by 
another. It is aot a question of 
foreign relationship but a domestic 
problem. In any event, I can assure 
you gentlemen there will be no 
Communistic activity on the part of 
any of our officials in America.” 

Troyanovsky is a man of slightly 
less than average height, swarthy 
complexion and an almost Oriental 
appearance, accentuated by bushy, 
black eyebrows and thinning black 
hair, gray at the temples. His mus- 
tache is small and closely clipped. 
He wears well-cut clothes of obvi- 
ously foreign make.

He said he expected to leave for 
Washington in a few weeks, but 
that he will see Maxim Litvinoff, 
Commissar for Foreign Affairs, 
who is now in Washington, before 
he goes.

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 21.—The na- 
tional convention of the American 
Athletic Union today extended the 
territory of its Western District, of 
which St. Louis is the headquarters, 
to include East St. Louis, Madison, 
Ti, and oher portions of Southern 
Illinois. The new Western A. A. 
U. territory which was taken away 
from the Central A. A. U., includes 
Calhoun, Greene, Macoupin, Jersey, 
Madison, St. Clair and Monroe 
counties, Illinois. 

The convention voted down all 
amendments to tax admissions 
which would have given the na- 
tional body a further share in local 
‘receipts. 

Germany Denies Charge. 

A cablegram from German Olym- 
pic representatives in Berlin re- 
affirming their pledge of nan-dis- 
crimination against German ath- 
letes of Jewish faith given at Vien- 
na last June was read today to the 
convention. 

The cablegram. addressed to 
Frederick W. Rubien, secretary of 
the American Olympic Committee 
and presented by him o the con- 
vention, said: 

“Referring to yesterday's resolu- 
tion of AAU we declare solemniy 
that the pledge undertaken in 
Vienna by German Government and 
German Olympic Committee re- 
garding participation of Gernan 
jews in the game and accepted as 
satisfactory by Garland and Sher- 
rill will be strictly observed and 
that since Vienna neither Govern- 
ment nor Olympic committee issued 
any decree or order discriminating 
German Jewish athietes. Trust that 
our American International Olym- 
pic Committee colleagues will stand 
by their Viennese vote.” 

The cable was signed by Dr. The- 
odore Lewaid, president of the Ger- 
man Olympic Organizing Commit- 
tee, Duke Adolphe Frederic de 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin and Dr. Kar] 
Ritter von Halt. 

On motion of Charles L. Ornstein, 
representing the Jewish Welfare ; 
Board, the convention accepted the 
resolution and placed it on file “for 
further consideration.”

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 21.—A 
proposal to seek public funds for 
construction of athletic fields and 
recreational grounds was favorably 
considered today by the national 
convention of the Amateur Athletic 
Union. 

No formal action was taken, but 
delegates were urged to contact 
Federal Government officials in 
their home localities in an effort to 
obtain appropriations for those pur- 
poses. 

Its major business behind it, the 
convention settled down to a dispo- 
sition of routine matters in _ its 
final sessions. Among the decisions 
was one to again make all amateur | 
athletes eligible for the James E. 
Sullivan memorial medal, awarded 
annually to the athlete adjudged 
outstanding for the year.

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RECORD OF INFORMER, 
KNOWN DRUG ADDICT 


Witness Against 
Swift Said to Have Peddled 


Narcotics to Boy. 


Robert Hausam, drug addict and 
informer for Federai narcotic 


agents in the case which resulted 
Sunday ‘in the arrest of Frederick 
Swift, druggist at,3860 Olive street, 
first came to the attention of the 
Federal agents when a youthful ad- 
dict, not yet out of his teens, told 
them Hausam had given him his 
first supply of morphine, and had 
instructed him in its use. 

(Through a typographical error in 
earlier editions of the Post-Dispatch 
today, this story was erroneously 
made to say that Swift, instead of 
Hausam, had given the youthful 
addict his first supply of morphine). 

They were told that Hausam, 
now is 46 years old, who lives at 
3220 Washington avenue, had en- 
couraged other youths in the use 
of the drug and had kept them 
supplied with it. 

A policewoman was assigned to 
investigate Hausam recently. She 
reported that last week, posing as 
an addict, she was able to make 
five purchases of the drug from 
him. 

Hausam, after his arrest, denied 
that he sold morphine to youths not 
accustomed to its use. He required 


the drug for himself, he said, and} 


gold it only to fellow-addicts who 
had difficulty in obtaining. it else- 
where. He named Swift as the man 
who sold .him the drug, and with 
money supplied by the inspectors 
bought 10% grains of it from the 
druggist last Sunday. Swift’s ar- 
rest followed. 

The druggist, who is 73 years old, 
gaid he had sold morphine to Haus- 
am on prescriptions and had dis- 
cussed his case with the physician 
who was treating Hausam for ad- 
diction. 

When Hausam went to his store 
Sunday, Swift said, he pleaded that 
he had not the money to obtain a 
prescription and asked to buy the 
drug without a written order from 
a physician. Swift said he believed

MILD ST. LOUIS WINTER 
TENEW THEORY S TRUE 


Forecaster Nunn Gives Local 
Interpretation of Electricity’s 
Affect on the Weather. 


The coming winter in St. Louis 
will be extraordinarily ‘nild, after 
beginning a little colder than is 
usual, but there will be heavy snows 
in February—provided the theory 
that electricity controls weather so 
that it repeats itself in 23-year 
cycles proves true, a 

The figures on which the possi- 
bilities are based, but not the pro- 
visional forecasts, cOme from Ros- 
coe Nunn meterologist in charge of 
the local Weather Bureau. “Some- 
thing like this comes out about 
once a year,” he remarked, after 
reading a news dispatch of the an- 
nouncement of the theory to the 
Academy of Sciences at Cambridge, 
Mass., yesterday by Dr. Charles G. 
/°* ott, secretary of the Smithso- 
nian Institution. 

“To be sure, sun spots and elec- 
trical conditions on the sun have 
some effect on our weather,” he 
said, “but the effect is so indefinite 
that it is impossible to base fore- 
casts on it. Notking in our records 
gives a clew to any cycles associ- 
ated directly with sunspot changes. 
Of course the theory may work out, 
but if it does it will not necessarily 
be proof—there are too many fac- 
tors to consider.” 

Weather Bureau records show 
that St. Louis in December, 1910, 
had a mean temperature of 32.2 de- 
grees, so that, under the 23-year 
cyclical period, next month should 
have a mean temperature of several 
‘degrees under the norma] December 
mean of 34.9 degrees. Similarly, 
the snowfall] should run about 2.2 
inches, or one inch under normal. 
In like manner, the January 
mean temperature should be about 
4.4 degrees above the normal and 
snowfall should be very light. The 
mild weather should continue in 
February with a mean temperature 
3.6 degrees over normal, but there 
should be several big snowstorms, 
with a fall of about 13 inches, or 
7.4 inches above normal. March 
should continue comparatively 
warm with an average snowfall of 
between 3 and 4 inches. 

Next spring, too, should be 
warmer than the average season, 
with extremely hot weather in June. 
There should be unusually heavy 
rains in April, followed by a com- 
paratively dry period in May, June 
and July. 

Should the theory prove true, next 
September will he hot and moist, 
there will be a cold snap in No- 
vember and the year will end with 
mild dry weather. 

The theory, however, is not borne 
out by records of temperatures and 
precipitation in St. Louis. For 
example, the mean temperature in 
January, 1932, was 39.8 degrees, 
whereas in January, 1909, 23 years 
earlier, it was 32.8, a wide varia- 
tion. The February comparisons 
are 446 and 39.4, with the differ- 
ences continuing almost without 
exception through the other 


months. Going back to 1886, the 
comparisons likewise show wide 
divergence. 


Precipitation records for 23-year 
periods likewise show marked dis- 
parity. Neun, however, pointed out 
that ‘ rainfall records were not of 
great significance since they were 
affected by local thundershowers.

The part lying west of the 
moon's meridian is of a more highly reflective character and that part is obscured when the moon is 
only half visible. The ratio has been established with the aid of the selenium cell which is very sensitive

NYONE who tells you that the 
all-white lamp is the one to 
purchare regardless of your 
color schemes hasn’t seen the latest 
style merchandise. The vogue of 
yellow with white which started 
early in the season and Was men- 
tioned in this column has become 
more pronounced, but there are 
other colors besides yellow to con- 
sider in purchasing lamps for your- 
self or for Christmas gifts. Navy 
blue, brick, a soft green and beige 
are four‘tolors allying themselves 
with white. And incidentally the 
white has become either ivory or 
a deeper tint which the lamp ex- 
perts call egg-shell rather than that 
glaring, harsh effect. 


Table lamps with large, round 
pottery bases are indicative of 
the trend toward the use of white 
with color. The bases are white 
and with them are used blue 
glazed paper shades. An especially 
attractive shade has a scalloped 
edge. A parchment shade of brick 
color with a pierced design around 
the lower edge is most effective 
with an ivory tinted pottery base. 


Large velvet bows introduce the 
color on another display of table 
lamps. Here the idea is reversed 
with the shades of white and the 
bases of a dark color: For exam- 
ple if the base is navy a big navy 
bow will appear on the shade. 
Red is used with striking results 
and there is an elegant gesture to 
the gold metallic bow that accen- 
tuates the beauty of gold and white. 


A pair of console lamps that sug- 
gests a French interior or would 
be decorative for night tables in 
a boudoir have gold and white 
china bases.. The shades. are 
shaped in the familiar French man- 
ner and covered with tightly 
stretched white silk. Dainty gold 
flowers are embroidered in an old- 
fashioned bouquet arrangement on 
each of the sections. 


Blue and white Chinese vases 
contribute the Oriental decorative 
touch so much in vogue at present. 
These introduce the popular haw- 
thorne design. Shades made espe- 
cially to carry this theme to the 
complete lamp are of clear parch- 
ment paper with the blue hawthorne 
motif painted on them. 


A shade that is made like a car- 
tridge belt may sound the least bit 
tricky but when you see it you'll 
agree that the idea, besides being 
unusual, is most effective. It is of 


a parchment type of paper in an 


ivory tint, and when used with a 
green pottery base produces a color 
scheme that is difficult to equal. 


Yarn shades are arriving in the 
nick of time to dress up sunrooms 
before Old Man Winter establishes 
his headquarters in St. Louis. Wide 
perpendicular stripes of gold and 
white, brown and white or black 
and white are stunning reminders 
that a bit of daring helps the looks 
of informal rooms. The _ effect 
of the yarn stripes is that of heavy 
fringe.

Informality prevails, not only in 
the atmosphere and general jovial- 
ity of the youthful guests but in 
the clothes worn.

The shirtwaist frock which has 
become a leading fashion among 
young women this season and re- 
cently has been imitated by their 
elders is the most popular type 
observed on the dance floor.

A collar of 
white galyak is arranged high 
across the back of the neck and 
slopes to points on the shoulders. 
Two high lapels trim the front of 
the blouse. Sleeves are long and 
full above the elbows so that they 
appear to be draped. A close-fitting 
hat made of the same material as 
the dress and black suede pumps 
are smart accessories. 

Among other well-dressed young 
women noted on this same evening 
were Miss Jimye Thorpe, also of 
Washington University who wore a 
dinner length frock of Tipperary 
green crepe. This had a high front 
cowl neck line and a low V decol- 
letage at the back. A ruffle effect 
introduced an off-the-shoulder sil- 
houette.

A 
tucked crepe hat and suede sandals 
matched the color of the frock.
